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REPORT. 


In  submitting  their  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  to  the 
Legislature,  in  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly  of  27th  February,  1847,  the  Board  of  In¬ 
spectors  of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison  have  much 
reason  to  express  their  gratification  at  the  review  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Prison  which  they  are  enabled  to  present. 
The  financial  and  sanatory  condition  of  the  Prison  has  been 
eminently  satisfactory;  a  faithful  and  efficient  adminis¬ 
tration  of  discipline  has  been  noticeable  in  every  depart¬ 
ment  ;  and  while  the  Board  feel  called  upon  to  direct  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature  to  needed  reforms  in  the 
administration  of  criminal  justice,  and  to  the  necessity  for 
increased  checks  upon  the  obvious  sources  of  crime  in  our 
community,  they  have  little  to  suggest  in  the  immediate 
affairs  of  the  Prison  but  the  demand  for  additional  accom¬ 
modation,  with  a  view  to  improvements  in  the  separation, 
classification,  and  employment  of  prisoners. 


The  Board  have  to  record,  with  great  regret,  the  loss, 
during  the  past  year,  of  one  of  their  oldest  and  most  valued 
members,  John  Foulkrod,  Escp  Mr.  Foulkrod  had,  during 
a  long  life,  filled  many  important  positions  of  public  trust 
with  exemplary  fidelity  and  integrity,  and  had  for  the  past 
six  years  been  a  zealous  and  useful  member  of  this  Board. 
His  death  has  created  a  much  felt  void  in  both  our  private 
and  official  relations.  The  vacancy  thus  made  was  very 
acceptably  filled  by  the  appointment  of  John  Brodhead, 
Esquire. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  under  the  appointing 
power  of  the  Courts  in  1856,  changes  have  been  made  only 
as  vacancies  have  from  time  to  time  occurred ;  and  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  Inspectors  originally  appointed  in  that  year 
remain.  The  stable  and  permanent  policy  in  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Institution  which  is  thus  secured,  it  cannot  be 
doubted,  is  essential  to  an  efficient  and  economical  mainte¬ 
nance  of  Prison  discipline.  The  Board  have  inflexibly 
ignored  those  political  influences  which  are  irresistible  in 
bodies  subjected  to  an  annual  popular  election,  and  which 
experience  has  shown  to  be  at  variance  with  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  moral  and  sanatory  interests  of  our  city. 
Incessant  political  mutations,  resulting  in  the  constant 
removal  of  tried  and  efficient  officers,  are  utterly  incom¬ 
patible  with  a  successful  administration  of  these  depart¬ 
ments.  And  we  believe  that  in  no  quarter  is  there  now 
any  disposition  to  return  to  the  system  which  has  been 
successively  discarded  in  all  the  subordinate  blanches  of 
the  municipal  government. 


The  usual  statistical  tables  are  appended  to  the  Report, 
from  which  detailed  information  can  be  obtained  on  all 
points  connected  with  the  discipline  of  the  Prison. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  total  number  of  commit¬ 
ments  for  the  year  18G2  is  less  than  for  the  previous  year — 
14,646  against  16,201,  for  1861 ;  and  as  compared  with  the 
year  1860,  a  very  startling  difference  is  noticed,  when  the 
number  reached  20,801,  the  commitments  for  the  past  year 
being  only  five-sevenths  of  those  for  1860.  This  result  is 
of  course  attributable  to  the  large  draft  upon  our  ordinary 
population  which  has  been  occasioned  by  the  war,  as  will 
be  made  more  evident  by  comparison  of  the  commitments 
of  white  male  and  female  prisoners  for  the  three  last  years. 
For  1860,  the  commitments  of  white  males  were  14,545; 
for  1861,  10,467 ;  for  1862,  8,199  ;  while  the  commitments 
of  white  females  for  1860  were  4,619;  for  1861,  4,207; 
for  1&62,  4,853.  The  very  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  the  commitments  of  females  during  the  past  year  is 
doubtless  due  to  causes  connected  with  the  present  disturbed 
condition  of  the  country,  and  furnishes  a  theme  worthy 
of  the  anxious  consideration  of  the  philanthropist. 

Of  the  commitments  for  1862,  11,208,  or  ten-thirteenths 
of  the  whole  number,  were  for  causes  directly  or  indirectly 
referable  to  drunkenness.  There  were  1,718  commitments 
for  intoxication,  against  2,8o0  for  1861 ;  1,902  for  vagrancy, 
against  2,664  for  1861;  1,553  for  assault  and  battery, 
against  1,668  for  1861 ;  6,035  for  disorderly  conduct, 
against  5,719  for  1861 — all  of  these  offences  being,  with 
few  exceptions,  traceable  to  the  abuse  of  intoxicating  drinks. 
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It  is  worthy  of  notice,  however,  that  while  there  has  been 
a  decrease  in  the  commitments  for  intoxication  and  va¬ 
grancy,  as  compared  with  those  for  1861,  the  commitments 
for  disorderly  conduct  are  in  excess  over  those  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year — a  statistical  fact  of  interest  as  bearing  upon 
surrounding  events. 

The  Board  deem  it  their  duty  to  ask  the  earnest  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Legislature  to  this  fearful  record  of  crime,  spring¬ 
ing  from  the  abuse  of  alcoholic  liquors ;  and  they  feel  that 
the  present  would  be  a  most  opportune  moment  for  some 
modification  in  our  confessedly  imperfect  license  system. 
When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  termination  of  the  un¬ 
happy  civil  strife  in  which  the  country  is  engaged  must  be 
attended  by  the  discharge  upon  our  large  cities  of  vast  num¬ 
bers  of  men  with  necessarily  enfeebled  moral  restraints,  it 
is  surely  incumbent  upon  us  to  provide  some  check  upon 
the  temptations  to  vice  and  crime  which  the  law  now  per¬ 
mits  and  encourages. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  proportion  of  commitments 
for  unnecessary  or  trivial  causes  was  about  the  same  for 
1862  as  for  1861.  Nearly  one  half  of  the  whole  number 
committed  to  Prison,  (5,707  out  of  14,646)  were  afterwards 
discharged  by  the  committing  magistrates,  and  213  were 
discharged  by  the  Grand  Jury.  The  Board  deem  it  their 
duty  here  to  renew  the  expression  of  opinion  presented  in 
their  last  Report,  that  a  great  “  reform  is  needed  in  our 
present  system  of  magistracy.  It  is  an  engine  of  fraud, 
extortion,  and  oppression, — a  discredit  to  our  City  and 
State.  The  Board  are  well  satisfied  that  to  secure  a  due 
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administration  of  criminal  justice,  many  important  changes 
are  required.  They  feel  that  they  but  give  expression  to 
the  general  sentiment  of  the  community  in  urging,  1st. 
That  a  wholesome  improvement  would  be  effected,  if  our 
magistrates  received  their  appointments  either  from  the 
Executive  or  from  the  Courts,  instead  of  popular  elections. 
If  constitutional  provisions  are  in  the  way,  the  Legislature 
is  respectfully  asked  to  take  the  initiatory  steps  to  accom¬ 
plish  a  reform  which,  if  in  opposition  to  previously  enter¬ 
tained  theories,  experience  has  abundantly  shown  to  be 
proper.  2d.  It  is  no  less  desirable  that  police  magistrates 
should  be  learned  in  the  law.  Legal  knowledge  and  high 
personal  character  are  not  less  essential  in  the  magistrate’s 
office  than  upon  the  bench ;  and,  to  secure  these,  we  believe 
that  our  tax-payers  would  willingly  sanction  remunerative 
salaries  and  a  good  behaviour  tenure.  An  obvious  require¬ 
ment,  to  accompany  these  changes,  would  be  the  abolition 
of  costs  and  fees  as  magistral  perquisites. 

The  Board  dwell  upon  the  necessity  of  reform  in  our 
magistracy,  for  their  experience  with  its  working  has  im¬ 
pressed  them  strongly  with  the  evils  of  the  system.  The 
pages  of  the  journal  of  our  Prison  Agent  would  satisfy  any, 
who  desire  enlightenment  upon  this  subject,  of  the  injus¬ 
tice,  iniquity,  and  corruption  which  attend  the  so-called 
administration  of  criminal  justice  among  us.  Indeed,  the 
duties  of  this  officer  are  chiefly  designed  to  abate  and  re¬ 
strain  oppressive  and  illegal  acts  on  the  part  of  committing 
magistrates.” 
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Of  the  commitments  for  vagrancy,  drunkenness,  and  dis¬ 
orderly  conduct,  a  larger  proportion  than  usual  were  dis¬ 
charged  by  the  Inspectors  before  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  commitment,  viz. :  5,320  out  of  9,655.  This  was  owing 
to  the  less  crowded  state  of  the  corridors  on  the  male  side, 
which  enabled  the  Inspectors  to  exercise  a  desirable  discre¬ 
tion  in  the  discharge  of  this  class  of  offenders. 

It  is  obvious,  however,  that  upon  the  close  of  the  present 
war,  the  capacity  of  the  Prison  will  be  wholly  unequal  to 
the  demands  which  may  be  then  not  unreasonably  expected 
to  be  made  upon  it.  A  House  of  Correction  and  Employ¬ 
ment  will  be  an  absolute  necessity.  After  long  and  careful 
reflection  upon  the  subject,  the  Board  have  been  brought 
to  think  that  the  wants  of  the  county  will  require  a  new 
Prison,  of  increased  size  and  improved  arrangements,  and 
that  a  House  of  Correction  may  be  advantageously  con¬ 
nected  with  the  new  Construction.  As  a  branch  of  the 
Prison,  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  more 
economically  and  efficiently  managed,  than  as  an  indepen¬ 
dent  organization. 

In  their  last  Report,  the  Board  expressed  the  opinion, 
that  the  Debtors’  Apartment  might  be  advantageously 
placed  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Inspectors,  with  a 
view  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  the  accommodation 
of  female  prisoners.  The  expenses  of  this  Department 
($1,345.44  for  the  past  }7ear)  are  wholly  disproportionate 
to  the  very  small  number  of  inmates  placed  therein,  who 
can  be  properly  accommodated  in  the  main  prison.  At 
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the  suggestion  of  the  Board,  and  with  the  sanction  of  the 
county  authorities  interested  in  the  matter,  a  bill  has  been 
introduced  into  the  State  Legislature,  to  transfer  the 
Debtors’  Apartment  to  the  charge  of  the  Inspectors.  As 
no  objection  can  be  reasonably  urged  to  this  measure,  the 
Board  entertain  the  confident  hope  that  it  will  be  accom¬ 
plished. 

Since  the  last  Report,  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  has 
been  obtained,  to  provide  for  prisoners  who  become  insane 
during  the  terms  for  which  they  are  sentenced,  in  the  State 
Lunatic  Asylum.  This  reform  is  eminently  wise  and 
humane,  and  the  necessity  for  it  had  long  been  felt. 

Since  our  last  Report,  provision  has  also  been  made  by 
the  City  Councils  for  a  Municipal  Hospital  for  contagious 
diseases.  The  Commission  for  this  purpose  is  composed  of 
representatives  of  the  Boards  of  Health,  of  the  Poor,  and  of 
the  Prison.  They  have  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  and  will,  no  doubt,  without  delay,  proceed  to  the 
erection  of  this  necessary  receptacle. 

The  profits  of  the  Manufacturing  Department  for  the 
past  year  have  been  necessarily  small,  viz.,  $2,900.00 ; 
a  decrease,  over  those  of  1861,  when  they  amounted  to 
$3,110.60.  The  most  profitable  branch  of  prison  labor, 
weaving,  has  been  entirely  suspended,  except  one  loom 
engaged  in  manufacturing  clothing  for  the  prisoners. 
The  labor  of  the  prisoners  has  been  devoted  exclusively  to 
the  making  of  shoes,  which  have  been  disposed  of  to  private 
parties  at  remunerative  prices. 
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The  sanatory  condition  of  the  Prison  has  been  good. 
Only  three  deaths  occurred  in  the  Convict  Department,  two 
of  pulmonary  consumption,  and  one  of  paralysis,  making  a 
death  rate  of  only  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number 
confined  for  the  year.  The  Report  of  the  Physician,  here¬ 
with  appended,  will  be  read  with  much  interest.  The 
Board  take  pleasure  in  renewing  their  testimony  to  the 
skill,  zeal,  and  fidelity  of  the  medical  officers,  Dr.  H.  Y. 
Smith,  Physician,  and  Dr.  II.  M.  Klapp,  Apothecary. 

The  administration  of  the  able  Superintendent,  Mr.  W. 
B.  Perkins,  is  entitled  to  the  entire  and  cordial  approval  of 
the  Board.  His  duties  are  arduous  and  responsible,  and  are 
discharged  with  unfaltering  energy  and  zeal.  The  Clerk, 
Mr.  J.  K.  Howell,  has  given  full  satisfaction  in  his  official 
capacity. 

The  Board  feel  it  incumbent  upon  them  again  to  record 
their  opinion  of  the  value  of  the  services  rendered  by  the 
prison  agent,  Mr.  W.  J.  Mullen.  The  duties  of  this  officer 
are  of  a  peculiar  character,  and  demand  a  combination 
of  important  qualifications.  The  Board  are  satisfied  that 
they  are  discharged  with  fearlessness,  energy,  and  dis¬ 
cretion. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  officers  of  the  Prison, 
all  of  whom  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  Board  for  a  faithful 
discharge  of  duty. 

The  usual  table  is  subjoined,  with  a  view  to  a  comparison 
of  the  expenses  of  the  Prison,  since  the  present  organization 
of  the  Board,  in  July,  1856,  with  those  of  previous  years: 
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Year  1854,  there  were  11,588  prisoners,  costing  $78,288  18

The  actual  cost  to  the  county,  for  the  support  of  the  Prison, 
during  the  past  year,  was  $46,495.25.  In  comparing  the 
amount  expended  for  the  support  of  the  Prison  for  the  past 
year,  with  the  tables  for  the  previous  years,  the  present 
condition  of  our  currency,  and  the  consequent  appreciation 
•  of  prices,  must  not  be  overlooked.

PHYSICIANS  REPORT 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors 

of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison. 

Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  to  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report 
in  accordance  with  our  usual  custom  at  the  close  of  the  year,  you  will  find 
(I  am  happy  to  state,)  that  it  will  compare  favorably  in  regard  to  the  stan¬ 
dard  of  health  with  those  of  former  years. 

We  have  no  occasion  to  chronicle  the  existence  of  any  epidemical  sick¬ 
ness  whatever — the  small  pox,  which  has  visited  our  Institution  in  years 
immediately  preceding  this,  having  passed  us  by  entirely,  not  a  single  case 
being  on  record;  so  that  I  may  congratulate  you  on  a  decided  improve¬ 
ment  in  that  respect,  The  classes  of  diseases  have  presented  very  little 
deviation  from  the  usual  varieties,  the  chronic  affections  still  adhering  to 
the  victims  of  intemperance,  which  form  so  large  a  portion  of  the  patients 
who  present  themselves  to  our  notice  in  the  Untried  Department. 

According  to  table  No.  2,  we  find  that  14,660  prisoners  were  committed 
in  1862  ;  remaining  in  Prison  31st  of  December,  1861,359;  making  a 
total  of  15,019. 

Table  No.  3,  continued,  gives  a  synopsis  of  the  various  diseases  claim¬ 
ing  attention  in  this  department  as  they  occurred  monthly.  Of  the  great 
numbers  who  pass  daily  in  and  out  of  the  Prison,  making  such  an  immense 
population  coming  at  once  from  the  lowest  class  of  society,  subject  to  every 
species  of  accident  and  disease,  we  have  to  report  only  thirty-four  deaths. 
Many  of  these  died  in  the  twenty-four  hour  cells,  showing  their  condition 
when  admitted.

Even  this  small  per  centage  of  deaths  would  be  greatly  reduced,  were 
we  saved  from  the  intrusion  of  that  miserable  class  fit  only  for  a  House  of 
Correction  and  Reformation,  which  is  as  yet  un-established  in  our  midst. 
Of  the  thirty-four  deaths  reported,  four  died  of  disease  of  the  heart,  eight 
of  debility,  three  of  debauch,  eight  of  mania-a  potu,  one  of  erysipelas,  one 
of  enteritis,  three  of  chronic  diarrhoea,  and  one  of  syphilis.  During  the 
year  eight  births  occurred  in  the  Prison.  Two  white  males,  and  one 
black;  one  white  female,  and  four  blacks;  also  six  miscarriages.  Nothing 
of  special  interest  occurred  in  relation  to  those  cases  worthy  of  further 
note. 

One  thing  worthy  of  mention  is  the  fearful  increase  of  crime  among  the 
female  portion  of  the  prisoners,  there  being  5,200  commitments  during  the 
year;  something  over  1,400  more  than  any  previous  year,  a  fearful  com¬ 
mentary  on  the  state  of  morals,  which  should  set  the  law  makers  to  devise 
some  plan  to  restrict  or  prevent  the  effects  of  this  terrible  growing  vice 
upon  the  rising  generation.  This  spread  of  vice  among  females  may  be 
induced  in  a  measure  by  the  great  number  of  men  absent  from  their  homes 
in  the  army,  thus  taking  away  partial  support  from  thousands  of  weak  and 
thoughtless  females,  who  would  have  been  in  a  measure  protected  by 
fathers,  husbands,  and  brothers,  but  who,  now  being  released  from  advice 
and  control,  unemployed  or  poorly  paid,  yield  to  the  many  temptations  to 
their  sex,  and  are  lost  to  respectable  society  forever.  This  is  a  subject 
which  should  arrest  the  attention  of  the  philanthropist,  particularly  at  this 
time  when  our  whole  nation  trembles  with  the  calamities  of  war,  leaving 
many  families  exposed  to  vicissitudes;  while  the  strong  arms  are  abroad, 
contending  in  battle  with  the  enemy,  the  weaker  ones  should  not  be  left 
t,o  perish  for  the  want  of  encouragement  and  protection  at  home. 

In  the  Convict  Department  we  have  very  little  specially  to  note,  the

The  number  of  deaths  among  the  convicts  is  but  three  (3),  the  small 
ratio  of  which  we  consider  eminently  fortunate.  They  make  an  average 
of  sixty-three  hundredths  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  in  confine¬ 
ment  for  the  year.  They  were  numbers  473,  485,  617.  The  first  was  a 
white  man,  whose  constitution  was  much  impaired  when  entering  the 
Prison;  his  disease  was  Phthisis  complicated  with  Hernia.  The  second,  a 
colored  woman,  whose  system  was  completely  broken  down  on  admission, 
having  lived  a  life  of  dissipation,  also  died  of  Phthisis.  The  ihird,  a 
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colored  man,  died  of  Paralysis,  superinduced  by  long-continued  masturba¬ 
tion. 

Of  the  prisoners  discharged  during  the  year,  the  four  following  classes 
may  be  enumerated  with  regard  to  their  health  on  admission  and  discharge. 

1st.  Received  and  discharged  in  good  health,  -  129
